As a living memorial to the 
students of Pasadena City Col¬ 
lege who gave their lives in 
World War II, the War Memor¬ 
ial Court was dedicated on the 
campus last Friday. 

Gold Star mothers, school of¬ 
ficials and students attended 
the impressive ceremony. The 
Court is a recreation spot with 
barbecue, fire pit, patio floor 
for dancing, benches for 150 
students and storage space for 
75 folding chairs and firewood, 
drinking fountain and cabinets 
for storing food. 

Dr. John W. Harbeson, prin 
cipal of P. C. C., described the 
court as “the kind of memorial 
which our students and alum¬ 
ni who gave their lives would 
like to be remembered by—a 
place where laughter could re¬ 
sound and the happiness 
which they fought and died to 
preserve might be found.” 

The Court was conceived, de¬ 
signed, financed and built by 
the students, with the aid of 
faculty members. 

Among the 289 former stu¬ 
dents to whom the court is de¬ 
dicated are thirteen Sierra 
Madreans who attended Pasa¬ 
dena City College and who 
died in World War II: Milton 
Blakeman, Harry LeRoy Em- 
bree, Edward Lange, Benjamin 
M. Lyon, Jr., Donald Nelson, 
Herbert Noel, Marvin Pratt, 
Robert Proctor, Alfred Reither- 
man, Harris Rivers, John Ropp, 
Martin Valesquez, and Aubrey 
C. Young, Jr.

Indian Guides Open to 
Fathers, Boys 6 to 9

Participating in the Pioneer 
Days Parade will be the Sierra 
Madre Blackfoot Tribe of the 
Father and Son “Y” Indian 
Guides. 

The Indian Guides are a 
branch of the YMCA which af¬ 
fords recreational and charact¬ 
er-building activity for boys 
from 6 to 9 years of age. Each 
tribe is composed of 10 boys, 
with their fathers. 

The purpose of the Guides 
is to foster the companionship 
of fathers (big braves) and 
sons (little braves.) Big and 
little braves participate jointly 
in all the activities, including 
field trips, hikes, and the fort¬ 
nightly "council meetings.” 

The Sierra Madre Blackfoot 
Tribe was chartered March 11, 
1949. Interested fathers had 
been working since last Octob¬ 
er toward organizing an offi¬ 
cial group here. 

The Tribe meets the second 
and fourth Friday evenings 
throughout the year at the 
“teepees” of the braves, who 
rotate as hosts during the year. 
The big and little braves who 
will be hosts to the tribe pro¬ 
duce and deliver the invita¬ 
tions, which are handicraft 
projects in themselves, usually 
taking the form of Indian art¬ 
work with the message in In¬ 
dian picture writing. 

The District YMCA secretary, 
Pierre Kenyon, recently com¬ 
mended the Blackfeet for ex¬ 
celling all other tribes of the 
area (includiing Monrovia 
and Arcadia’ in the quality 
and origiality of invitations. 

Other handicraft projects in¬ 
cluding leatherwork, beadwork 
and scrapbooks, are produced 
jointly by big and little braves 
for someone other than them¬ 
selves, usually the family cir¬ 
cle, the tribe, or the commun¬ 
ity. Some of these have been 
leather-work, bead-work, scrap¬ 
books. 

The Blackfeet will have 
monthly field trips during the 
summer and are planning to 
continue such outings during 
the entire year. 

Officers who guided the 
Blackfeet through their forma¬ 
tive stages and through the in¬

Nash hopes to begin a large 
project soon, however. He is 
working over plans for the old 
"California,” a sidewheeler and 
the first steamship to make its 
way to California and the first 
ship to bring goldseekers after 
the start of the ’49 rush. 

More than seven years in 
the Navy, beginning in 1935, 
started Nash on his ship mod¬ 
eling hobby. These years also 
developed in him a deep-seat¬ 
ed interest in everything nau¬ 
tical. 

As a matter of fact, young 
Nash has such an extensive 
nautical collection of curios 
that he had at one time con¬ 
sidered opening a marine mus¬ 
eum. But if this ambitious 
project never comes off, he 
may give his valuable collect¬ 
ion to the Marine Museum of 
San Diego. 

He formerly was national 
secretary for the Nautical Re 
search Guild and the Steam¬ 
ship Historical Society of Am¬ 
erica. .

He makes no bones about 
the fact that his publication 
“is launched as a bi-monthly 
exclusively for and by ship 
modelers.” Past publications, 
he tells his readers, were gen¬ 
erally addressed to the home 
tinker rather than to the ser¬ 
ious shlpmodeler. 

As for serious shipmodelers,
